' reſpedtively, in Books fairly written, of all Let-Paſles, by them granted, to be ſent over to the Society every three Months if required, or once a year at leaſt. 

XVII. That the Overſeers, Wood-yard Keepers, Wood-Bayliffs, Workmen, and any other Inhabitants of the Plantation, may ſeize upon all Timber, Staves,, 
Plank, Boards, Bark, or other Wood-work whatſoever, that ſhall be taken in any part of the Societies Woods or Plantation, without the Societies Let-Paſs, and 
to have the Moiety in value of the ſetled Rates, for all ſuch ſeizures as ſhall be ſo made and recovered by any of them at their own Charge and Proſecution.

That the Keepers of the reſpective Wood-Yards may accommodate any Perſons inhabiting nearer to the places where any Wood is cut down 
than to the Wood-Yards, with what Timber or Wood-work they may want, from the place where the Wood is fallen, and not neceſſitate them to have 


it from the Wood-Yards-, Provided always the Parties take their Let-Paſſes from the Keepers of the Wood-Yards next adjacent, paying the Rates ſettled.

Cording of Wood, and preparing all ſorts of Wood-work whatſoever requiſite for the uſe of the ſeveral Tenants and Inhabitants of the Plantation, and: 
for other neceſſary uſes of the Kingdom 3 and that timely notice be given by the ſaid Overſeers to the Mayor of each Corporation 3 as alſo to the chief 
Tenants of the Woodded Proportions , or in their abſence to their Agents, of the time and place of their Meeting for nomination of Workmen as afore- 
faid, to the end that the Perſons aforeſaid may affiſt in the naming of ſuch Perſons as they ſhall judge moſt diligent and fitting to be entruſted in 
the ſaid Imployment, and that ſhall give ſufficient Security for their faithful performance and _ of their reſpe&tive Truſts, and for fuch Journey- 
men, Apprentices, and Labourers, as ſhall be employed under them, and that a ſpeedy Return be made thereof by the General Agent, or Overſeers to 
the Society, to make choice out of the Perſons nominated, a ſufficient number of each, for carrying on the Work for the Year enſuing; and that of all 
the Perſons in Nomination notice be taken of the moſt diligent in their Employment, that they may be continued upon every new Choice,. if the' So-- 


ciety ſhall. ſo think fit. | 

F XXIV. That the chief Tenants of the Woodded Proportions ſhall have Authority to inſpeCt and obſerve the Proceedings of the Wood-Baylitis, and- all: 

- Workmen, and to offer their Advice for the Preſervation of the Woods, and of ſuch. Miſcarriages as may happen, to givenotice thereof to the Overſeers of 
the Ranges, or the Society as they (hall pleaſe.
